FRESNO'S OIL FIELDS. 


An Abundance of Petroleum IB tbe 


Coaat Range. 


The oil deposits of Fresno county are 


beginning to attract considerable atten- 
tion, and with some reason. It has long 
been demonstrated that oil exists in 
paying quantities in the Coast Range, but 
there has never been any systematic de- 
velopment of the springs and crevices 
where tbe indications are found. 


There is a prospect that this will now 


be done, Mr. Dietz, of the well-known 
oil firm of Dietz ti Co., San Francisco, 
and others having now again interested 
themselves in the matter. A few days 
ago they located several claims, in ad- 
dition to those which they already held. 


The fact that oil exists in the direction 


indicated is not a secret. There are half 
a dozen springs carrying oil over there, 
and one near the San Joaquiu Coal Min- 
ing Company's mines has yielded as 
high as fifteen barrels a day, and has 
long been used at the mine and others 
coming that way as a lubricant.

lacramento and IIOB Angeles Steal- 


ing Our Products. 


The traffic department of the Southern 


Pacific company has issued a statement 
of the shipments of fruit and its products 
which does Fresno a great injustice. It 
credits the raisin, dried fruit and green 
frnit shipments from this city and county 
to Sacramento, San Francisco, Stockton 
and Los Angeles, those being terminal 
points. 


Here, for instance, sre some of the 


figures: 


Stockton, 7,553,260 pounds of raisins. 
Stockton, 2,163,660 pounds of dried 


fruit. 


Now, as a matter of fact, not a single 


raisin is cured in San Joaquin county, 
aud it raieee just about enough fruit for 
home consumption. 


Sacramento, San Francisco and Los 


Angeles rob ua of our thunder more 
than Stockton. All local shipments to 
San Francisco are eventually credited to 
that city. All eastern shipments by 
way of the Central Pacific road are re- 
billed at Sacramento, which point also 
receives credit for all the shipments by 
A. Lusk & Co., Earl A Co., and 
Gregory Bros. On the other hand, all 
shipments eastward by the 
Sunset 


route are rebilled at LOB Angeles, and 
add fiction to that city's figures, to 
the injury of Fresno. 


The people of Fresno arc very sore 


over thia statement, which bears the 
official stamp of the Southern Pacific 
company, and Mr. Towne has been ap- 
pealed to by Thomas B. Hughes, preai- 
prei

dent of the board of trade, to 
thin method, in tho interest of even 
and exact justice. 


In this connection the following fig- 


ures, which have been kindly furnished 
by Mr. Whitmer, the rriilroad company's 
agent at this place, relative to fruit ship- 
ments from Freano, are of interest: Up 
to November 1st 744 cars of raieioB, 
grapes, dried and green unit had been 
shipped. Since then 141 cam have been 
shipped east, and the local shipments 
aggregate 160 cars. The shipment of 
wine thus far for the season is 166 cars. 


In short, of fruit and its products— 


raisins, dried fruits, green fruit 
and 


wine—Fresno has, since January 1st, 
shipped more than 1100 cars, as against 
629 cars last year. 


Eleven hundred cars, or more than 


20,000,000 pounds, ia not a bad record 
for Fresno, aud as long as ita neighbors 
can divide it amongst them they can 
manage to make a very fair average.

At an early hour, Monday morning, 
fire waa discovered in rear of the brick 
ock at the corner of I and Maripoaa 
reels, and for awhile a disastrous con- 
agration was threatened.

The 
iloou of Martinez & Co., was completely 
atted, while Mr. Cole, having a much 
rger stock, will sustain a considerable 
ss, principally by water. 
The flames spread to the United States 
otel and bat for the heroic efforts of 
10 firemen the entire structure would 
ave been destroyed.

William La.e Hills William Can- 


field, of Selnta. 


The long list of Fresno county mur- 


ders has been added to by William 
Lane, a deputy constable of Sanger, who 
was recently elected constable. The 
victim was William Canfield of Belma, 
aud the bullet which did the work en- 
tered the deceased man's back near the 
kidneys and ranged upwards, lodging in 
the shoulder. 


Of the shooting and ita cause there 


are a number of conflicting Btoriea, none 
of them very complimentary to Lane, 
and one, at least, not complimentary to 
the victim. 


Oneatatea tbat Canfield went from 


Selma to Sanger with a load of gooili 
for a house of ill-repute iu Sanger. 
He 


met Lane prior to delivering tbe goods, 
and there was a Blight quarrel, Lane be- 
ing drunk at tbe time. 


Afterwards Canfield started to the 
Dune to deliver the goods and was fol- 


picking a fuBB with him and cold blood- 
cdly did the shooting. 
* 


During the quarrel the men got into a 


room by themselves, and it was in there 
that the shooting occurred. Four bullet 
holes were found in the walla of the 
room, which, with the one which did 
tha killing, makes five shots which 
must have been fired by some one 


It IB asserted, also, that Canfield was 


unarmed, and if that be true, all of the 
shots were fired by Lane. 


Another report tells tbat Canfield went 


to Sanger to have a time; that be itarted 
to have it, and in the course of hia spree- 
ing he picked up two women of the town 
and waa getting drunk with them. Over 
theae women the dispute arose in a sa- 
loon, and waa carried • on at the house 
wherein the women lived. 


All the Btoriee agree, however, that af- 


ter the •hooting, at which Lane was 
quite drank, he went home and went to 
bed, where he waa arrested later by Con- 
atable Phillips, one of whose deputies he 
-as. 


Lane was brought to Fresno thia morn- 


ing and has found lodging in the county' 
jail. He was still drunk when brought 
to the city, but was sober enough to 
keep his month dosed on the subject of 
the Bhooting. To one person he said 
that all he remembered of It wu that he 
had to do aome ihootintr in a saloon 
-tw. 


Canfield wai taken care of by the dor- 
ton, who, after locating the bullet and 
ita course, stated their belief that be 
could not live. This belief waa verified, 
for about 4 o'clock or ft little after, the 
man died. 


• Word was sent to Fresno immediately 
and the jailer and a KEFUBLICAH reporter 
started to take the news to Lane. 
Through the bars the jailer said: 


"Well, Lane, tbat fellow is dead." 
"Yes?" 
"Yen! We thought you would want 
to know it.'* 


"All right." 
''Have you anything you want to say 


to the papers?" queried the reporter, 


"No," replied Lane, and he turned 


away as 'unconcerned, apparently, as 
though he waa no more interested iu 
the result than a peraon who knew 
nothing of it. - 


Constable Phillips knows nothing of 


the ahootiug, or at least Bays nothing 
of it, except that there were eight 
shots fired at tbe time of the killing, 
ind that Lane had only three loads in 
liis KUU when he went into tho house 
where Canfield was killed. 


The coroner's inquest will 1 ;ue to be 


depended upon to furuish the facts of 
:he case.

bock. The banking house is one of the 
Idestin England, ita stability for many 
•ears was never questioned, the heads 
if thia financiering firm have held hich 
sfllcea under the government and have 
teen raised from simple London gentle- 
men to peers of the realm. The mem- 
ber of this firm who has achieved the 
greatest distinction is tbe present Earl 
tf Micheldever, who, when Lord North- 
brook, was flent to India as viceroy. 
Lord Kortbbrook was, and will probably 
ie the richest man who has ever held 
that appointment. The salary attaching 
to the viceroyalty is stupendous and the 
entertaining allowance almost equals 
he compensation given by the people of 
these United States to the President. 
Lord Northbrook held the Office for four 
years and during that time he never 
drew a dollar of salary, nor did he even 
take his entertaining allowance. He 
waa noted for bis charities, the good 
works he inaugurated and Jiis administra- 
tion in India wafl regarded as the wisest 
ind most beneficent that that country lias 
ever known.

OMAHA, Neb., November lit.—General 


Brooke, commander of the department of 
the Platte, left for the scene of the ex- 
pected Indian trouble. General Brooke's 
command will, it is expected, leave 
Kashville to-nip;ht and the cavalry are 
under orders to move from there not 
later than 11 o'clock to-night, with the 
aim of reaching Pine Ridge agency at 4 
o'clock Thursday morning. The inten- 
tion of the commander is to mass as 
many troops as possible at the same mo- 
ment in the vicinity of the agency. 
Agent Ryan at Pino Ridge telegraphed 
to the general repeatedly, and, when the 
order was issued centering the soldiers 
in the vicinity of hie station, beeged that 
the information might be withheld from 
the newspapers. 
He feared it would 


reach tbe savages aa soon as it would be 
aettled, and before tbe troops could pre- 
vent it the Indians would massacre every 
white person found on the reservation. 
It has later been announced that the In- 
dians at Rosebud had risen en masse, 
and were proceeding to Pine Ridge, ad- 
joining the agency, which is about fifty 
miles distant. If it should prove to be 
well-founded all the available troops 
will be ordered to the scene of trouble 
immediately. So far as known troops 
in the department of Dakota have not 
yet been called for.

Berry Bearluc Flanta. 


. In reply to a query as to the best berry 
bearing planta for autumn decorative 
purposes Mr. Robert Vcitch, of New 
Haven, Conn., named tho following a 
the florists' convention: 


Ardisia crcnata, a charming horn 


plant that should bo more generally en 
tivated. Propagate from seed. Ampe- 
lopsis tricolor ia a splendid basket plant, 
having leaves variegated with white, 
pink and green. During the fall it is 
covered with bluish purple berries, 
which add greatly to its beauty. Among 
tho peppers are several of the finest 
plants for dc-corativo purposes. Perhaps 
tho best is Celestial, as it may be bad for 
tho holidays, and it is extremely orna- 
mental when covered with upright pods, 
which are of all shades of green, yellow 
and red, being borne very profusely. 
Bittersweet (Celastrus scandens) is a well 
known climbing plant, that can be made 
nsefnl in many situations, being very 
hardy. Of the holly (Hex) there are 
many species and varieties which are 
very dcsimblo tor ornamental purposes, 
as may be readily understood when the 
immense quantities that are used for tho 
holidays are recalled. Mistletoe (Vis- 
cmn) is of value only because of associa- 
tion with special occasions, there being 
but little beauty" abont it.

Canfield'a statement tells the story

THE FIHST PASTORS. 


Kev. T. T. Potter was the firat pastor, 


a man of sense, a man of God, a man ol 
'power for good. He laid a broad founda- 
tion, upon which others have built. He 
sowed with unsparing hand what others 
have been permitted to reap. He reata 
from his work, bat verily his worka do 
follow him. 


Kev. J. 0. Jordan waa chosen|aa his 


immediate successor, and carried forward 
the work so successfully begun by hit 
sainted predecessor. Several yeara passed 
—years of growth and prosperity, when 
this church laid the foundation of the 
buildine we now occupy. They believed 
great thingsf attempted great things, and 
were able to accomplish according to 
their faith. They built an admirable 
house, putting in it the best material 
and constructing it in the best and most 
substantial way. Itwaiafine buildioe 
for these times and admirably adapted 
to the necGBilties of the people. One- 
tenth of all the property of the leading 
memberi was put into the building. At 
that time it ia believed that the material 
wealth represented by all its mem- 
bers would not exceed $75.000. A hasty 
estimate of the prewnt valuation would 
reach somewhere between one and two 
million-., but tbe greatest crown of bless- 
ing which God has given to this people 
haa been the repeated revivals and con- 
version to Christ of men, women and 
children 
brought into this church. 


Surely from this eminence to-day we 
may look back over the way we have 
journeyed and say to each other, "Ye 
know in all your heart, and son! that not 
one thing hath failed." 


The promiao of God waa at firat very 


great to his people to whom these words 
were addressed. For 400 years he had 
promised them Canaan with ita brooka 
of water, ita wheat and barley, ita wine 
and oil, where they were to eat bread 
without scarcity. But it acarcely seemed 
possible that thia could be realized. They 
were a nation of slaves held for centuries 
in bondage by the mightiest and most 
despotic power on. earth. The land 
promised waa far away.cousldering their 
meaaa at that early day of travel and 
communication. U was inhabited by 
seven powerful and war-liko nations. It 
was covered with natural and artificial 
fortifications. A land of mountains and 
desert lay between it and this people, a 
land without water, without pasture, 
without roads and means of communica- 
tion. A land fitted only for a graveyard 
for the race. The promise to take this 
band of slaves out of Egyptian bondage 
aerosn this death land to the land of 
promise- wan as stupendous an undertak- 
ing as it would have been to have 
taken the eUvca from the southern 
statea before the emancipation procla- 
mation and carried them acrosa tho At- 
lantic to achieve with them the conquest 
of England and her dependents with all 
continental Europe, aud yet it waa ac- 


compliihed and not one wold •pokes 
had ever failed.

Jeeufl Christ. It wai one of the most pro* 
found and far-reaching that waa ever 
made since the beginning of time. There 
was bat a little band of feeble disciples 
hiding in deni and caves ol the earth, 
stoned, imprisoned aud put to death, 
relying upon the blood of the martyr to 
become the aeed of the church. Ai yet 
eveiypromiwhaabeenor ii being rap- 
idly fulfilled. The education, culture and 
intelligence of the world has already been 
given to tbe few of God. We began this 
century whu not moie than 200,000,000 
Christians on earth; we shall cloae the 
century with beyond £00,000,000, far 
more than doubling in a century the 
work that had preceded it.. 


With the great promises of Lord to 


•beer and inspire us we are now to more 
.ban double the capacity of this house, 
aeaida adding a Sunday school room in 
:he basement that will accommodate at 
least 000 pupils with every modern im- 
provement to facilitate such a great and 
worthy enterprise.

The Murderer ot J. C. Benwell 


J>ie* Gamely »ntl Without 


Hallo* m ConlVttton. 


WOODSTOCK, Ont., November H.—At 


S :20 this mornio« Reginald Birchell waa 
launched into etemitj^for the murder ol 
hia fellow countryman J. C. Benwell. 
He partook sparingly of breakfast at 6 
o'clock aud then began to prepare for 
the final ordeal. 


He put on a white flannel shirt with 


coat and vest, but liked the turnkey to 
see that it was replaced after execution 
by an ordinary white thirl with a 
itarcbed collar and tie. He would not 
wear a starched collar at the execution, 
he eaid, because it might interfere with 
placing the rope around his neck. At 
halt-past 6 and from then on the crowd 
began to collect in front of the jail- 
chiefly men—newepaper men from all 
over Canada and the United Statea. 
At half-past 7 the d.torao! the jail were 
opened nd the crowd admitted, who 
pawed through the yard in which the 
acaffold was erected. About 150 were 
admitted. 


At 8:15 the hangman having com- 


pleted all preparations outside, came in 
along blaok Prince Albert coat, and 
night-guard aii.lgley, with a hard look 
about the mouth, but a tell-tale moist- 
ness about hia eyes, climbed the stairs 
and stood on the gallery beside Bircn- 
ell'a corridor door. There an old soldier 
stood looking gloomy andsorrowful until 
the procession passed out aud down the 
spiral steps. 


At 8:23 the execntioner was beckoned 


to KO up. He had been walking around 
the rotunda, aud in his hands were the 
straps with which to tie Birchell'B arms, 
waiting far the mgnal. He put behind 
hia back and partly under the skirt of 
his coat the russet colored strap. He 
went upstairs, and in a minute or two 
be took the straps and pinioned the 
prisoner's arms behind his back, and at 
2:25 the'awful march to death began. 
First came Rev. Dean Wade, in his 
surplice and reading the Church of Eng- 
land service for the dead; behind him 
was Dr. Chamberlain, followed by A. D. 
Stewart and Deputy Sheriff Percy. The 
prisoner came next. 


At the spiral itaircaae the procession 


reformed, and his friend 
Leetham 


walked on one side of hii», with the day 
guard, George Perry, on the other. 
Jailer Cameron followed them, and after 
the hangman the aged sheriff followed 
to the door of the corridor overlooking 
the west yard. The march waa ilow 
along the corridor and out into the yard. 
Leetham walked close and held one of 
Birchell'B hands in both of hia with all 
the assurance of a friend's hearty claap. 


At 8:27 o'clock, six minutes ifte» the 


procession started from the corridor, the 
words "Deliver Us From Bvil" gave the 
signal, and a quick pull on the small 
rope by the executioner, who stood be- 
hiud the (fallows, released the immense 
weight. It dropped with the rapidity of 
;honght and sank BIX or eight inches into 
:he ground by the force of ita weight. 
Birchell bad been placed close to one of 
jho uprights and the jerk of the noose 
irst drew his body obliquely, then up. 
The body was jerked into the air about 
five feet and fell untU his feet were 
within two feet of the ground. The con- 
vulsions commenced a half minute later, 
jut were not violent—more resembling 
leavy breathing, with a alight twitching 
of the hands and legs. At 8:30 o'clock 
:he convulsions ceased, and at 8:35 Dr. 
Chamberlain declared life extinct. He 
said the victim's neck was broken. 


Mrs. Birchell remained with her hua- 


iaud until 1 o'clock this morning, when 
she was led away weeping. Bircholl 
eleptu little,'but his demeanor during 
;he night remained unchanged. He had 
in impression that some one would pub- 
ish a bogus confession, go he prepared 
the following as his final statement: 


"WOODSTOCK JAIL, November 10,1890. 
"All rights reserved. If, after my 


death, there shall appear in our preaa or 
n any other manner whataoever, any 
confession that I had a band in the mur- 
der of F. C. Benwell, or auy personal 
knowledge of said murder with intent or 
malice aforethought, or auy personal 
connection with the murder on the 17th 
of Ffconmry, or other days, or anyfcnowi-

O'Bhea Granted a Divorce and the

^ LONDON, November 17.—The trial of 
he O'Shea divorce cue was resumed 
thin morning. Tbe witness was the ser- 
vant at O'Bhea's house at Eltham at the 
time O'Shea charges Parnell with paying 
clandestine visits to his wife.

about the vicinity. She also told the 
witness to deny that Parnell visited the 
house. Another servant testified that 
Mrs. O'Shen and Parnell were locked in 
a room after midnight. Thia closed the 
evidence, aa neither respondent and co- 
respondent made any defense. The case 
waa given to the jury, who returned a 
verdict that adultery had been com- 
mitted by Mrs. O'Shea and Parnell, and 
that thero had been no connivance on 
tho part of Captain O'Shea. . 
In his summing up to the jury the jus- 


tice dwelt upon the charge of connivance 
mado againat O'Shea and aaked why tho 
necessity for all the disguise resorted to 
by Parnell if the petitioner connived at 
his wife's infidelity. 


The court granted a decree of divorce,
